Thé NMutter continued through the twelfth
hole, Hore, with an cany 30-yard piteh
to'the green and 'a possible 3, Travers ap-
pronchied 30 feet too far, putted within 4
feet of the cup and then missed the next
putt.

But from that polnt on, wlthough hls
face was gray and drawn, he pulled him-
nelf together by a tremendous effort nnd
finlshed one under par.

But as the lust putt dropped ha was
literally n nervous wreck for the time
belng, and at least two doys puassed be-
fore he could recover his balance.

"I felt worn out for nearly a week after-
ward," he sald later on.

Like Travers

This Baltusrol episode v a wvery fine
iMustration of Travers' golfing temperi-
ment,

No golfing star In the world has gotten
In more trouble and then been able to
work himself safoly out. It is the un-
daunted splrit of the man that has counted
&0 strongly for him.

No one can ever forget Travers In that
#lde trap at the elghteenth hole at Garden
City In 1513, When Jerry came to this
final hole he had soven strokes left to
qualify—to barely slip in. His muashle shot
dropped Into this abysmal grotto Into an
almast unpinyable le. He played three
shots and was still In trouble. His fifth
harely got out and he was down In T
In n twelve-man tle for last place.

This upset him, naturally. Hes knew
that he wasn't playing good golf. And
he recelved no great encouragement In
his firnt 18-hole muteh when his oppanent,
Rabert ©. L, Watson, started off 3-2, 3.0,
three strokes under par. But Travers
won out. And the next day he was hurled
agninst Oulmet, with this uneertainty still
lingoring In his subconscious mind; and
though Oulmet was moving at top speed,
by a serles of remarkable shots and more
remarkable recoveries, Travers beat him,
3 to 3, although the star Bostonlan wis
leading through the 27th hole.

Two ,Types

As It remalned for Travis, starting his
Eolf at the age of 18 and returnlng vic-
tories beyond 60, to prove thuat winning
golf did not belong exclualvely to the
young, so It remained for Travers In this
country to show that winnlng golf was
not & mitter of brawn, bulk or power.

Jerry ‘s normal welght is saround 140,
His hands wre small, his Angera belng al-
most delicate. His wrists are by no means
thick.

Yat, by the wonderful timing he gets,
his driving lron shots frequently travel
240 yards under normal conditions. He
has @ terrific lash to this shot—the one
that has saved him most when the wood
fafled him in the hour of noeed.

Down the Shaft

"Why," several have asked us, ‘does
Travers keep the tlp of his right thumb
pressed sgainst the shaft on all ap-
proach shota?"

“Becausa,"” sald Jerry, “in this way
I get & keener touch. Approaching s
& matter of control and direction. I have
found that 1 cen only coptrol my direction
and disance on the shorter shots better
by uaing the tip of my thumb as & gauge
or gulde than I can by using my entire
right haud or even my entire thumb, 1
find aleo it helps to brace my right wrist—
and the right wrist s an lmportant factor
in & short approach, as the blow here ls
struck with the right hand.*

Travara, at ths age of 237 has al-
ready won four champlonahips and ope
epen champlonshlp.

Flunker, Athletic Association
Report Shows

IMTHACA, N, Y, Mairch 4—That eol-
lege athleten pre hetter performors on the
fMelds of sports than In their classroomsa
wius  disproved yesterday In a Aament
Issued by the Cornsll Athletle Adsogintlon,
It wus shown in the stiitemont that var-
sity foothall men at Ithanon passsd 93 per
cent. of thelr work durlng the flrst term,
while the cross-colintry men  suceeeded
with an avernge rank of 84,

The announcement of these mirks in
tuken as conelusive evidence to show that
athletes train thelr mind as well as their
bodies, 1t also brings out thiat the schol-
astie diffleulties of Captain Barrett of the
footbull team wan only an isoiated cano.

Barrett was the only member of the
football team dropped this year, nnd not
a mon in the entire squad was even put
on probation for millng to maintain &
satlafactory stunding. The statement fol-
lows:

Statistlca show that 83 per cent. of uni-
versity work taken by the foothall men
who won their “C" including the two
managers, wus passed, This does not In-
clude, however, the two men who left col-
lege, one on account of slekness,

Elghty-four per cent. of the university
work by the cross-country men who won
thelr “C's" will be passed. For the foot-
ball team 5.8 per cent of the work taken
was conditioned, Only 1.6 per cent. was
not passed, Of the 11 substitutes who re-
celved thelr “C" 24, 86 per cent. of the
work taken was pussed, 9 per cent, was
conditioned and the 4.5 per c¢ent. was not
passed. Out of the 4 men only one mon
was dropped and not a single man was
placed on probation for fallure In his
wurk.
